IN ILLINOIS UPhELD

State Supreme Court Sustains 
It—Ends 11-Year 
Fight. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Auge. 8 (AP). 
—The Illinois Supreme Court up- 
held today the right of women to 
serve on juries in this State, 

The court, in a vacation opinion, 
held valid the laws passed by the 
recent General Assembly and ap- 


proved by Gov. Horner May 12, The 
law became effective July 1. 

The ruling was made on a test 
case instituted by Cook County au- 
thorities to obtain a ruling before 
women had served on juries in 
many cases.. By prearrangement, 
the Cook County Jury Commission- 
ers had refused to obey the act on 
the ground it was unconstitutional. 
The suit was brought in behalf of 


Clara L. Denny of Chicago. 

The opinion was written by new- 
ly elected Justice Loren E. Mur- 
phy, Monmouth, and was subscribed 
to by Justices Frank S. Wilson, 
Clyde E. Stone, E. L. Shaw and 
Walter T. Gunn. 

Holding that “none of the char- 
ters of liberty in which the right of 
trial by jury has been guaranteed 
contains any reference to the quali- 
fications of jurors,” the opinion 
said in part: Until recent times 
woman was not thought to be ona 
parity with man, and it was consid- 
ered that she did not posses those 
qualitative attributes that made her 
capable of exercising the right of 
suffrage or rendering jury service. 

“She was excluded from jury 
service on the false theory of eco- 
nomic, sociological and legalistic 
inferiority and not by any positive 
statement found in any of the con- 
stitutional provisions guaranteeing 
the right of trial by jury. 

“It seemstobethe settled law in 
all’: the states; so far as we have 
been able, upon examination, to 
discover, that the qualifications of 
jurors are matters of legislative 
control . . . So long as the essen- 
tial requisite of trial jury are pre- 
served, it is competent for the Leg- 
islature to prescribe the necessary 
qualifications of jurors and addi- 
tional qualification may from time 
to time be imposed by the Lezgisla- 
ture. 


“We cannot conceive how the pres- 
‘ence of a woman, or women, on 
juries, who possess the necesasry 
‘legal qualifications would abridge, 
‘restrict, or impair any of the essen- 
tial elements of a trial by jury 


Zas guaranteed by the constitutions.” 


Justices Farthing and Jones were 
not listed as signing the opinion. 

Today’s opinion was the final le- 
‘gal step of more than 11 years of 
effort to establish the right of Illi- 
‘nois women to perform jury service. 
|Although specifically ruling that 
|\Cook County jury commissioners 
‘must “prepare a list of all electors 
|of each sex between the ages of 21 
and 65 years, posséssing the neces- 
sary legal qualifications for jury 
duty,” the court’s action is also a 
precedent on which county boards 
must act in coufities where they 
‘prepare the jury lists. 


Missouri Senate Blocked Action on 
Women on Juries. 

At the recent session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature a resolution for 
submission to voters of a proposed 
constitutional amendment to per- 
mit women to serve as jurors was 
passed by the House of Represent- 
atives. The Senate, however, took 
no action. The resolution was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Gladys. B. Stew- 
art of Ava, the State’s only woman 
legislator.

The Race and Form. 


In a corner of the desk we 


found a typewritten list of the 
major league teams, as we 
thought they’d finish when spring 
requests for “selections” arrived. 
Only three National League teams 
are as we picked them. It looked 
in April like it might be Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburgh,- Chicago, Cardi- 
nals, New York, Brooklyn, Boston 
and Philadelphia. 


Today the Reds are leading by 
a goodly margin, Boston is sev- 
enth and the Phillies a well-estab- 
lished eighth. The surprise team, 
of course, is the one that Ray 
Blades is leading. In the spring 
it seemed that Suhr, Young, 
Vaughan and Brubaker or Hand- 
ley had too much on Blades’ in- 
field, and that Stanley Hack, Dick 
Bartell and Bill Herman were too 
good for the Cardinals’ first line 
defense, regardless of Hartnett’s 
first base plans. 


But Blades has nursed his in- 
field along. He has benched Stu- 
art Martin because of a batting 
slump and returned him to duty 
after a rest. For a time Jimmy 
Brown was over at second base, 
with Lynn Myers at short. Frank 
Crespi was tried at second base. 
When Don Gutteridge slumped, 
Ray tried Myers at third and 
finally gave Pepper Martin a 
chance, 


A Two-Club Race. 


Eventually Ray seems to have 
decided that his best possible 
combination is Gutteridge at 
third, Brown at short, with Stu 
Martin and Lynn Myers divid- 
ing the second base assignment 
and Johnny Mize at first. 


Despite that seemingly wobbly 
combination, the Cardinals final- 
ly are shaking off the Cubs and 
Pirates to make it a two-club 
race, and while the Reds still 
have a sizeable lead, enthusiasaic 
followers of the St. Louis team 
can remember when wider mar- 
gins were overcome. And while by 
no stretch of the imagination can 
the Cardinals be compared with 
the 1930, 1931 or 1934 team, 
neither can the opposition be 
classed with the foemen the Red- 
birds overcame back in their 
greater days. 

Until recently the Cardinals 
had no better pennant prospects 
than two or three other clubs 
that were milling around with 
the Redbirds, swapping positions 
from day to day. However, the 
Cardinals, if they continue their 
recent impressive pace—and we 
don’t mean they have to play 
1.000 ball—soon can outdistance 
all other competition and have

OLLOWING is the tert of President Roosevelt's statement on his 


court reorganization proposal. 

It is worth recording that to- 
day, Aug. 7, 1939, deserves spe- 
cial recognition because it marks 
the final objective of the com- 
prehensive proposal for judicial 
reorganization which I made to 
the Congress on Feb. 5, 1937. The 
country is naturally concerned 
with the attainment of proper 
objectives rather than any one of 
many possible methods proposed 
for the accomplishment of the 
end. 

1. Two and one-half years ago 
I proposed the extension to the 
Justices of the Supreme Court 
of retirement privileges then 
available to other Federal 
Judges.

2.1 called attention to the un- 
warranted attitude of the Su- 
preme Court with reference to 
its exercise of constitutional 
powers. Measures of social and 
economic reform were being im- 
peded or defeated by narrow in- 
terpretations of the Constitution, 
and by the assumption on the 
part of the Supreme Court of 
legislative powers which proper- 
ly belonged to the Congress. It 
is true that the precise method, 
which I recommended, was not 
adopted, but the objective, as 
every person in the United 

| States knows today, was 
achieved. The results are not 
even open to dispute.

3. I called attention to the 
congested dockets of the Federal 
courts, delay in disposing of 
cases, the need of new blood in 
the judiciary branch of the 
Government, and the need of ad- 
ditional judges.

5. I called attention to the in- 
tolerable situation when consti- 
tutional questions involving Fed- 
eral statutes were passed on in 
private litigation, and recom- 
mended that no decision, injunc- 
tion or decree on constitutional 
grounds should be permitted 
without previous notice to the 
Attorney-General and an oppor- 
tunity for the United States to 
be heard. By the act of Aug. 
24, 1937, the Attorney-General 
was given the right to intervene 
in litigation between private 
parties involving constitutional- 
ity of Federal statutes, and limi- 
tations were placed on the issu- 
ance of injunctions in similar 
cases in the lower court. 


6. I called attention to the 
need for direct and immediate 
appeal to the Supreme Court in 
cases involving constitutionality 
of Federal statutes, such cases 
to take precedence over all other 
matters pending in the court. 
This right of direct appeal was 
established by the act of Aug. 
24, 1937, and is now the law 
of the land. 

7. I called attention to the 
need of the judiciary itself for 
effective machinery for oversee- 
ing its own dockets and expedit- 
ing its own affairs. This very 
day I have, with great satisfac- 
tion, approved an act which sets 
up an administrative office for 
the judiciary. 

Thus have been enacted into 
law six of the actual recom- 
mendations made by me more 
than two years ago—and the 
seventh recommendation has 
been accomplished through the 
opinions of the Supreme Court 
itself.

The Hatch Act, which forbids the active participa- | 
tion of Federal employes in politics, did not need to 
wait long for application. President Roosevelt signed | 
it the middle of last week, and Saturday Kentucky | 
nominated candidates for Governor under the new 
regulations. Today Mississippi is deciding a seven- | 
candidate race for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. | 

Did the Hatch Act have any effect on the Kentucky | 
primary results? It cannot be answered with 
tainty, and yet there would seem reason for believing | 
that it did. Last year with the WPA leadership and |

These are the three plants which 
commonly poison by contact.

Poison ivy dermati:is is caused 
by the contact on the skin of an 
oily sutstance, secreted by the plant, 
called cardol. Any part of the 
plant is poisonous. Not only con- 
tact, but even exposure to the 
smoke from a fire in which rhus 
is burning will produce the char- 
acteristic eruption. 


Only certain people are sensitive 
to it. This has been disputed. It 
is important for the question of 
prevention that it should be settled. 
If prevention is possible by the use 
of rhus extract, plainly only those 
who are likely to be affected should 
be troubled with the injections. 

There are some experiments that 
are quite conclusive to my mind, 
Brown, and, independently, Kraus 
and Wiedman, made experiments 
on human volunteers. Animals are 
apparently entirely immune. Cats, 
dogs, monkeys, white mice, guinea 
pigs, rabbits and pigeons were all 
tried by applying the virus directly 
to the bare skin, or even skin which 
had been excoriated, but no dér- 
matitis developed. This is contrary 
to previous belief, because White 
stated that hunting dogs developed 
sore eyes from the plants.
